Rubrecht then read the 
PRESIDENT’S REPORT 

Dear brethren in Christ: ,. 

For the third time in the history of our N we convene in the 
mother church of English Lutheranism in the state of Wisconsin. 
Nineteen years have passed since last we visited this congregation 
which has always stood as a beacon light in our Northwestern Lutheran 
Zion. What a triking contrast these years have brought about. The : 
fathers and founders who are still with us and in active service a 
looked upon a Convention which was properly designated “the little 
Synod with a big name,” for there were only 13 pastors and 10 lay 
delegates present to represent 17 congregations with a membership 
of 1,888 persons in good standing. That year Synod reported a total 
| of $16,403.08 contributed for local work and $916.99 for benevolences. 
| ee Today our ministerial ranks have multiplied three-fold, the number 
1 of our congregations four-fold, the membership in good standing five- 
| fold, contributions for local work have increased eight-fold, and best 
rf all, those for benevolence .sixteen-fold. The contrast in growth 
and marked development is as striking as the difference between the 
a: 255 old Church of the Redeemer in which Synod met in 1899 and the new 
Church of the Redeemer, this magnificent, chaste and stately struc- * 
ä ture, cathedral-like in its appearance and appointments, in which we 
af now gather, for our 28th Annual Convention. 

g We meet in perilous times, the most critical in the history of 
e the world. The history of coming centuries and the eternal destiny 
of millions yet unborn is being determined in these very moments. 
141 The days of testing are at hand. Nation has risen up against nation, 
a and kingdom against kingdom. The foundation stones of civilization 
Le. are crumbling. The principles of freedom and democracy for which 
45 our fathers bled and died are in great danger of being submerged in 
5 a world which is deluged in fire and blood. The unlimited resources 
1 of the United States and its precious manhood, together with that of 


: its allies, are pledged to see to it that no despotic power shall ever

1 conscience our country has entered this terrible conflict and she has 
entered it with a will to win. ) 
; In this great crisis the Lutheran Church knows her fall duty. 
She enjoins obedience and loyalty to those who bear rule over us as 
@he Word of God commands; she has pledged her fealty to the Presi- 
dent and to all who are in authority; she teaches young and old to 
respect the flag and to defend the principles for which it stands; she 
meee fe encourages an unstinted support of the Red Cross and all other Ss 
1 agencies for the alleviation of the horrors of war; she asks her people : 
ie | to sacrifice and to conserve; she wants them to bear their full share 
| |. of the financial responsibility to successfully carry on the war; she 
a | has already given more than 200,000 of her sons to her country; she 
a will do all that is asked of her. Her position is possibly the most 
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difficult of any large denomination in penne She draws a goodly 
portion of her blood from the powerful nation with which we are at 
war, nevertheless, this is our home. The Lutheran Church will re- 
main faithful to President Wilson and loyal to her country. She 
cannot do otherwise for God Himself commands it. 

The past year has been one of marked advance in the American 
Lutheran Church. We are still confronted by a divided church but the 
great problems of unity and union are pressing to the foreground. 
With many these are no longer problems but a burning passion and 
desire. The great Quadri-Centennial celebration which was univers- 
ally observed in our American Lutheran churches gave us more pub- 
lieity of a wholesome type than any preceding event or series of 
events, and undoubtedly served to kindle a strong desire for a closer 


union of our Lutheran Zion. A _ reconsideration of the fundamental 


principles of the Reformation showed us how small are the differences 


which divide us; the mighty mass meetings in all large Lutheran cen- 


ters, with congregations from. different Synods co-operating together 
with perfect harmony which never did so before, together with the 
general observance of the celebration, gave to all a suggestion of won- 


derful power and strength, which will always remain latant and dor- | 


mant to a great degree in a divided church. The recent drive of the 
National Lutheran Commission for the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Welfare 
Fund, in which nine states of the Middle West, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, raised the entire budget asked for by the National Luth- 
eran Commission, not only showed where the future center of Luth- 
eran strength and influence will be found, but it served as an addi- 


tional illustration of the strength there is in ùnited effort which the 


church and especially the progressive laymen of the church will not 
soon forget. The Norwegian Lutheran bodies have perfected a con- 
solidation and led the way. The General Synod in Chicago, the Gen- 


eral Council in Philadelphia, the United Synod South in Winchester, W. 


Va., unanimously adopted the proposed Constitution for the union of 
the three bodies during the past year and submitted the matter to the 
46 constituent synods for a final vote and action. Not a Synod to date 
and most of them have already voted, has registered a vote against 
the proposed union. Nearly all of the General Council bodies will 


meet during this month of June. The little Texas Synod and the 


giant Ministerium of Pennsylvania were the first to fall in line. Last 
week the Pittsburgh, Canada, New York, New England and District 


Synod of Ohio voted favorably. At this Convention we must render 


our decision on this important matter. 


May I inform Synod that it is not incumbent upon us to vote for 
the adoption or the rejection of the proposed constitution for the 


United Lutheran Church of America, or any part thereof, but to ap- 
prove the action of the General Council at its last Convention to unite © 


with other General bodies subscribing to the same constitution, and to 


merge with the same for the * of the er et Lutheran 
Church in America.

If Synod ratifies the action of the General Council it will be 
necessary to pass a resolution authorizing its delegates to the last 
Convention of the General Council to represent it in an adjourned 
meeting called for the second Tuesday of November, 1918, and in- 
struct said delegates, after necessary preliminaries have been attended 
to, to vote for the dissolution, if found necessary, of the General 


- Council and to enter into, and participate in the organization of the 


United Lutheran Church in America, whose first convention shall 
then and there begin, and to which the delegates of this Synod shall 


be the properly authorized and accredited representatives of the 
Synod of the Northwest, 


May I further suggest that this matter be made the first order 
of business at the Wednesday morning session.

War Problems 
In every wrest war many difficult problems arise. War times are 


periods of readjustments, some of them extremely radical, yet neces- 


sary. The cost of living is always extremely high in war times and 


no one suffers more than the salaried man. Our Pastors are salaried 


men. Many of them are underpaid. We are glad to note that many 


of the congregations heeded the appeal of the President of Synod 


and gave their pastors liberal increases. A ees and $1,500.00 


should be a minimum allowance in these days. 7 
3 The large number of Lutheran pastors accepting Army or Navy 
‘Chaplaincies and Camp Pastorates and the drafting of a goodly num 


ber of our theological students presents another problem. Every 
chaplain leaves a vacant church at home. At this moment there are 


literally thousands of congregations in the United States without pas- 
tors. Even though they do a noble work in following our soldier boys 
‘over land and sea, they are also needed in their respective communities. 


Two of our ranks are serving as Camp Pastors and a third having 


been drafted and waiving exemption has enlisted as a private. If 


the war should continue for three or four years many of our Semi- 


naries would be compelled to close. We must find young men who 
will take the place of those who must go to war. 


Neither must we let the material and financial needs of our Semi- 
nary and the church at large.suffer because of the many outside ap- 
peals: The times demand great sacrifice. We must also be willing 


to make them for the church, for it is generally admitted by all that 
the world needs the blessed ministrations of the church more than 


ever now. It is gratifying to announce that notwithstanding the many 
unusual demands made upon our people during the past year their 
gifts to the Church and Synod larger tien ever Before. God 
is not unmindful of these sacrifices of love. 

The spirit of patriotism and loyalty to American ideals, the 


dropping of nationalistic titles of a foreign origin in Church as well 


as in secular affairs, the voluntary and the enforced use of the English 
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language in public religious services will have a profound influence 
on the Lutheran Church of the future. The war is not only driving 
us together, but it is solving the language problem so rapidly that 
we may not be prepared to understand its full meaning and its con- 
sequent bearing upon the Church at large and upon the Synod of the 
Northwest in particular. These are weighty problems and require 
consecrated foresight and wisdom. 

The problems of the local parish are somewhat more simple. 
Every congregation should have its Red Cross unit or encourage its 
membership to unite with others in this great and noble work. Every 
congregation should display the American flag and also a service flag. 
More than 725 young men have gone forth from our congrega- 
tions and each congregation should have its War Work Committee. 
Woe unto the Church that does not keep in touch with the boys, that 
does not pray for them, that does not write to them, that does not 
send them literature, that does not show them that the Church back 
N is deeply interested in them. 


Lutheran Brotherhood 
Out of the war have arisen numerous movements which are as- 
sisting the Government in every way to carry on its tremendous task 
successfully. Similar movements and organizations arise within the 
Church and engage the attention of its membership. The appoint- 
ment of a National Lutheran Commission for Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Welfare was a war measure. Another movement which is engaging 
the attention of many of the leading men of the Lutheran Church 
and is growing very rapidly in influence and in strength is the Luth- 
eran Brotherhood of America. Born less than à year ago as an in- 
ter-Synodical, national Brotherhood, it claims a membership of 50, 
000 today and has entered a number of the congregations of/our 
Synod. It was largely responsible for the recent drive for Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Welfare. and in recognition of this fact receives one- 
seventh of the total amount subscribed. Its specific objects and pur- 
poses are to encourage men to be faithful to their home congrega- 
tions; to instill into the minds of young and old the highest type of 
‘patriotism; to, in time of war, further the religious, moral, and secial — 
well-being of the soldiers of the United States at the different camps 
or cantonments as well as upon the battlefields. Its immediate task 
is the erection of Brotherhood buildings and huts in the different 
camps where large numbers of Lutheran boys are to be found. The 
Brotherhood is the only agency which may erect Lutheran buildings 
in Government camps. No church or denomination as such has this 
right. The Brotherhood building at Camp Dodge is the finest on the 
grounds and has already demonstrated its great value to the soldier 
boys and to the Church.

After the war the Brotherhood aims to enter other doors of op- 
portunity. It will not supplant other men’s organizations that are 
doing effective work in the churches. It will only aim to stimulate 
them and make them more effective. It hopes to become a clear- 
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ing house through which the men of the church can accomplish those 
things that can be done only by such co-operation and through such 
an agency as the Brotherhood provides. It will seek to approve itself 
to the local church and to the church at large in practical usefulness. 


Its manual of organization, its articles of incorporation and its 
constitution have been presented to me for the approval! of ee 


Lutheran Chaplains 
Still another problem and duty arising out of the war is the 


ee necessity for the Lutheran Church to provide its allotted number of 


Army and Navy Chaplains. The National Lutheran Commission needs 
at once the names of fifty men who will be available for appoint- 
ments, The response to previous appeals has been sufficient to meet 
the demands that have so far arisen, but within the next few weeks 
the Commission will be called upon to offer the names of a consid- 
erable number of applicants in order to fill the quota to which the 


Lutheran Church is entitled. Before the end of the year another 


appeal may be necessary. 
The men recommended should be men of highest ability. They 


should have had at least two years of pastoral experience and shown 


that they know how to reach and hold young men. Under the present 
law they must be less than forty years of age, but there is a strong 
probability that the age limit will be raised within the next few 


weeks, so that men past forty but under forty-five will be eligible. 


‘The War Department will not consider any candidates who were born 
in any country with which we are at war, and a foreign accent of any 


Sort is an effective bar to usefulness in this work. 


This is an urgent call. The honor and credit of our Church. is at 
stake. The Government is asking for men to be the spiritual guides 
of the nation’s sons who are in arms. The Roman Church will fur- 
nish them by the hundreds and, if the opportunity offers, by the 
thousands. The Lutheran must respond to this call if it would hold 
its place among the great religious forces of the nation, even at the 


cost of depleting for a time the ranks of the ministry at home. 


Visitation 


| The past year has been an extremely busy one for the President 
of Synod. We endeavored to visit as many of the brethren and con- 


gregations as possible and were frequently out of our own pulpit on 


Sundays, traveling no less than 10,000 miles in the interest of the 


church. Spending the first thirteen years of our ministry in this city 


we have always had a splendid opportunity to study and know the 
conditions and needs of the congregations in the Wisconsin Conference. 
Moving to Minneapolis to take charge of St. John’s, the oldest Eng- 
lish Lutheran congregation in the Northwest, we have had an op- 
portunity to visit many. of the congregations in the Central Confer- 


ence. Devoting one-half of our allotted vacation last summer to an 


extended far Western trip we were enabled to study conditions in 
that frontier country for English Lutheran work. On every hand 
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e progress must be noted. Until very recently there were 
no vacancies in any of the congregations. A number of congrega- 
tions which were struggling with unfavorable financial ‘conditions 
have entered a new era of prosperity through the introduction of 
very successful Every Member Canvasses. Synod has developed a 
corps of experts along this line and we urge our congregations which 
have not yet introduced the Every Member Canvass as Synod has in- 
structed to use these men for their initial effort. There is one thing 
‘which we have noted that we desire to bring to the attention of the 
pastors and especially of the lay delegates. Many of our congregations 


are apparently indifferent as to the neatness, cleanliness and order- 
liness of their Church properties. The Church lawn should be the 


neatest, if not the most attractive in the neighborhood. An edging 
of suitable shrubs would add greatly to the outward appearance in 
many cases. There is no excuse for disorder and confusion in God’s 
house and under no circumstances should the visitor gain the im- 
pression that we are careless in our housekeeping. Your President 
regrets that he was not able to spend more of his time in visitation. 
With a multitude of problems arising in the different congregations 
in which the President of Synod can oftentimes give valuable as- 
sistance and advice, with the prospect of a more rapid growth of 
Synod in the immediate future with five Field Missionaries at work 
on our territory, it is evident that the time is not far distant when it 
would be well for Synod to consider the advisability of a salaried 
President. 


Our Missions 


The policy of the Board of English Home Missions during the 
past year, in view of the Merger and the desire of all Boards to enter 
the same without debt, has been one of retrenchment. This has worked 
some hardship on our Missionaries and kept our Field Missionaries at 
points which they have been developing far longer than usual. Never- 
theless, the year shows a splendid advance and steady progress. Field 
Missionary Weiskotten has developed the Church of the Incarnation, 
Milwaukee, into a splendid working unit which is ready for a per- 


manent pastor, and will apply for admission into Synod. They have 


a membership of 52; a Bible School of 75; a Luther League. of 22; 


a Woman’s Missionary Society of 10; and a Brotherhood of 9 mem- 


bers. This mission has a property valued at $7,500.00. 


Rev. W. C. Stump entered the Field work August 21st, last year, 


and organized St. Mark’s, Clintonville, Wis., Nov. 18th, with 31 charter 


members. Student W. F. Adolphson, a Senior at our Chicago Theo- 


logical Seminary has charge during the summer months. The Field 
Missionary is now laboring in Marinette-Menominee, where initial 
services were held on Sunday, May 13, with splendid success. Both 


of these congregations make application for membership into Synod. — 


Field Missionary Deck has organized congregations at Alden and 
Walters in Southern Minnesota and at Twin Valley in the North- 
western part of the State. The last named mission is an independent 
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congregation and served by a Norwegian pastor. The Field Mission 
ary also assisted in reorganizing the work at North La Crosse, Wis., 
and preaching points have been established at e and Long 


Lake, Minn. 


Field Missionary Ulrich rejoices that St. J aati: Kildeer, N. D.,.

Notwithstanding unusual difficulties and N tantalizing

When I visited 
this Mission last summer I was impressed with importance of the work 
begun. A protest from the Augustana Synod and presented to the 
President of the General Council resulted in referring the whole matter

The Quadri-Centennial was generally observed in the American 


‘Lutheran Church. In many congregations the subject was kept con- 
tinually before the people for months and in some cases throughout 
the year. A vast amount of literature -was published and read. Im- 
mense mass meetings, the largest ever witnessed by our church in 
this country, were held in all large Lutheran centers, Lutherans of all 
kinds co-operating and participating in the common celebration. 
Many for the first time realized the power and the strength of the 


Lutheran Church and all were set to thinking about the tremendous | 

advantage of a united Lutheran Church Zion. The combined mis- 
sionary boards of the Church appealed for a Quadri-Centennial Thank 

Offering for Missions on the basis of a day’s wage on Sunday, October 


7th. The preparation was thorough, the literature sent out was the 
very best, but the results were a disappointment. $400,000.00 was 
the goal. The entire receipts were $41,194.00. The Synod of the 


Northwest contributed $2,157.93 of this amount, Aside from this 


feature the celebration accomplished much good. : 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Welfare Fund 


The success of this drive was a source of supreme joy to every 


loyal Lutheran heart. With Minnesota leading and Wisconsin standing 
third, those two states alone contributing one-third of the total of 
over $1,300,000.00, Northwestern Lutherans have special reasons to 
rejoice. Pastors and laymen from congregations of the Synod of the 
Northwest played a very prominent part in the campaign. The re- 
markable success attained in addition to its tremendous appeal was 
largely due to method. The church has learned a valuable lesson.

‘Virgin Islands 


Through the turning over of the Lutheran Churches and their 


work in the Virgin Islands to the General Council there has come into 
our hands more than $75,000.00 worth of property and the care of 
more than 4,000 souls. Five church buildings, in strategic centers; 
two homes for friendless girls, and day nurseries, with six deaconesses 
to run them; an Orphanage under the direction of a deaconess, and 
two parish nurses; two Old People’s Homes, and a fine equipment for 
work among the people of the Islands and the American marines are 
included in it. 

The Danish National Church had e its churches in these 
Islands with all that was needed. All this is now turned over to us 
without any cost save that of maintenance. This means sending 
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homes with all the children. Our Government officials have spoken 
in the highest terms of the work our Church has done in the Islands 
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preachers and deaconesses to do the work; and the support of the 


and have expressed the urgent wish that it would continue to do it. 

This work is in charge of a Board appointed by the General Coun- 
cil at its last meeting. The cost of maintenance will be $10,000.00 a 
year. This amount the General Council asks the various Synods to 
raise by apportionment. I refer this new work to the commendation 
of the Synod. 0 


The 3 and a Clean Slate 


It is the earnest desire of all the Boards of the Church to enter 
into the Merger with a clean slate, financially. The following resolu- 
tions prepared by Mr. Wm.

apportionment before the time set for the Merger, November, 1918. 


2. Resolved, That the amount thus apportioned to each congre- 
gation be sent by the Synodical treasurer to the Church Council and 
congregation on or before the first day of July, with an explanation 
and a request to forward their acceptance of the same on or before 
the first day of August, 1918, if er or by September Ist at 
the latest. 

3. Resolved, That the President of Syned appoint a Committee 
in each Conference, to include the President of Conference and a 
majority of laymen, whose duty it shall be to secure favorable action 
from each congregation in their Conference on this important matter. 
This Committee shall make final report to the President of Synod on 
or before September 15th.

I refer this matter to the 
judgment of Synod.

The shadow of the Great War and the glory of the coming merger 
of the three great Lutheran Bodies made what was probably the 
last biennial Convention of the General Council notable. Held Oc- 
tober 24-29, 1917, in the city of Philadelphia, Pa., the city memorable 


for the annunciation of American Independence, and in the Mother 
_ Congregation of American Lutheranism, where the great Patriarch 


Muhlenberg served God and His Church. This thirty-sixth Conven- 
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popular gathering and the Council’s own providential and brilliant 
history was given in rapid-fire speeches on Sunday evening. ) 

Our Synod was represented by a delegation of ten. 8 
officers were re- elected. At the opening business session, the fol- 

lowing Loyalty Resolutions were unanimously adopted:

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EQUITABLE 85 
APPORTIONMENT 


Based as it is upon legalistic principles, the Apportionment Plan 
and its modifications as now in force in our Church, can never be made 
to work in an equitable or satisfactory manner. On the other hand, 


the scriptural freewill system, by which we succeed in raising our 


current expenses, has proven adequate to all demands made upon it 
wherever it has been sincere'y and conscientiously carried out. This 
system has never been tried in our Synodical .work in raising funds for 
education, missions and other benevolences. The recent campaign for 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Welfare has given the Church a timely and in- 
spiring object lesson in how to apply the scriptural freewill method. 


It has taught us the value of synchronized effort and given us a new — 
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vision of Christian giving. There were many hands put to the task. 
They made light labor of it by doing it systematically, willingly and 
under the constraint of love rather than law. War times have 
brought new duties and greater opportunities, and a new light and 
impulse, and it were folly to fail in profiting by what the logic of 
events has shown us. We need more money for our various benevo- 
ient enterprises. The present system is not adequate to the task re- 


‘quired of it. The new system is based upon the promises of divine 


co-operation and blessing. That which is done because we must and 
ought to do it is never so well nor generously done as that which we 
do because we have a hearty good will to do it. Believing that the 
time has come when a large majority of the members of Synod want 
to do more for education, missions and benevolences than is now 
being done; believing also that the members of Synod hold the above 
views regarding the subject under consideration, we, your committee 
on equitable apportionment, submit the following as a substitute for 


the present apportionment system, and recommend that 


1. A committee of three be appointed to have full charge of 


elaborating the details of the freewill plan for raising Synodical 


funds. 
2. That this committee prepare, print and distribute a pamphlet 
explaining in the simplest manner the principles, reasons and meth- 


‘ods of the new plan so that even the children of our congrekations may 


know and choose this better way and be moved to act with evangelical 


freedom and liberality in this matter. 


3. That we synchronize our time for the Every Member Canvass 


now common and successful in our parishes, so as to bring us all to-

| ie In view of the contemplated Merger this will in all probability 
| ie be the last report which the English Home Mission Board of the Gen- 
| ie eral Council of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in North America 


will have the pleasure of submitting to your honorable body. 
The record of the work done under the Unification Plan, the 
new missions established and the older ones transferred to the self- 
- gustaining list, will be seen in the annual reports to Synod and the 


1 bi-annual report to the General Council. It will be evident that the 
(ft missions transferred to a self-sustaining list, having reached the last 
> za stage of their development, had been receiving the smallest appro- 

[ta . priations in their history, whilst the new ones were receiving the 
ERG pee largest amounts, and hence our expenses have increased rather than 

. | decreased. Besides, the increased cost of living has constrained us 

. to permit a large amount of the increased financial contributions of 

1 the missions to go to the increase of the salaries of our missionaries. 

1 The Board has adopted the rule that when, without parsonage, 

tt the salary of a missionary is less than $1,000, the total increase of 

1 the financial contribution of the mission shall go toward making the 

1 salary $1,000. When it is $1,000 and less than $1,200, the one-half, 

1 and from $1,200 up to $1,400, the one-fourth of the said increased 
i |. pg contribution shall go toward the missionary’s salary. This rule has 
1 stimulated our missions and helped our missionaries. 


1 It is with regret we report, that, during the past year owing 

1 to the neglect of our Synods to meet their full apportionment, we 

1 have been compelled to resort to a war measure to temporarily sus- 

pg pend this rule and ask our missions and missionaries to forego the 

_ im benefit of the increase, sorely needed in many instances and to turn 
| a it into a reduction of our appropriation. With a self-denial and a. 
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sacrifice that is heroic, our missionaries, with very rare exception, 
have come to our reseue in this emergency. The Church has com- 
pelled us to do an injustice to our missionaries which is only intensi- 
fied by their noble forebearance. With our borrowing capacity ex- 


hausted and the credit of our Laymen taxed beyond what is reason- 
able, the Board would have been soon unable to * any of the 


salaries. 


To further conserve our „ Wenne our district superintendents 
have been placed in charge of mission, and our field missionaries, ex- 


- cept in most exceptional cases, have been withdrawn from organizing — 
new missions and placed in charge of those already established. We 


have been compelled to call a halt in a period of stress when we 
should have made an advance. It was not a matter of choice but of 
compulsion that the Board resorted to the war measure. 


During the year the Board, at considerable expense, issued and 
sent postage free to all pastors who would agree to present the 
seven Home Mission subjects, set forth in the Speaker’s Handbook, 
to their congregations. This book grew out of the two conferences of 
the Home Mission forces of the General Council and its Synod, so 
enthusiastically held in 1916 and 1917, in the city of Buffalo. Some 
presented the matter during Home Mission Week and others on con- 
secutive Wednesday or Sunday evenings. Wherever the Presidents 
of the Conference and its Home Mission Committee were active, great 
interest was developed and larger contributions were received. This 
was true specially in our western Synods. 


The Board also arranged that the cause should be presented in 


all our academies, colleges and theological seminaries. The Field 
Missionaries, District Superintendents and General Superintendent 
were engaged in this part of the work. Heads of institutions have 
written us of their appreciation of the presentation and of the new 
departure to keep our institutions in vital touch with the work of 
the Church. 


great Home Mission task it has been able to accomplish and hence 
it has felt constrained to do more than simply care for the missions 
under its care. It has constantly insisted upon it that greater efforts 


must be put forth and more efficient methods adopted to secure more 


men for the ministry and more money for the support and encour- 
agement of the work. The children of this age teach us lessons on 
both. We prefer to leave the matter of giving to our members whilst 


they are in cold blood and we secure cold-blooded gifts. The children 
of this world set them afire with enthusiasm. With rare exceptions 


we let it to the young men, uninfluenced, to decide as to whether 
or not they should go into the ministry. The children of this age 
conscript them for the army and navy, and with rare exceptions they 
bring it about that the conscript ceases to be a conscript. We have 
recently instituted a drive for money, but not for missions. Why 
should ‘the congregations? The Handbook has placed in permanent 
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form information concerning our opportunities and needs, which is 
exceedingly valuable and which we are confident to continue to bear 


fruit. We have been gratified with the appreciative comments with 
which it was received. 


In addition to this our General Staff has brought its Home Mis- 
sion enthusiasm in well-prepared addresses to the students in our 


academies, colleges and, theological seminaries, and without excep- 
tion they have been well received. 


Our Board has been devoted to the larger and not the narrower 
view of the mission situation. It has felt that the missions under 
its care are not its only concern or even the cultivation of the field 
which is covered by the General Council. But that it should do all 
in its power to arovse the Church to devote more of her sons to the 
ministry and give more of her wealth to the cause of Christ. It is 
true that our missionaries should be better supported but that is not 


the main reason why there are so few preparing themselves for the 


Gospel ministry. That has never deterred a noble man from the 
work of the Lord. 


We have not set before these men the work of Christ in its 
fullness and its mighty attractiveness. We have represented the 
work of Christ as the caring for the men and women who come or 
may be induced to come to Church on Sunday to continue for the 
sake of the Church instead of appealing to the numerous flocks which 
are not of this fold. The cry “make the world safe for democracy” 
stirs the blood of the young man. The cry “make the world safe 
for Christ and righteousness” is still more appealing. Let us learn 
from the state how in the spirit of Christ to secure men for the 
kingdom. 

1. We ask the Synod to give special attention to the resolution 
of the General Church with reference to the deficit and do its part 
that our Home Mission Board may not carry a liability instead of 


‘an asset to the United Lutheran Church of America. 
2, We ask the Synod to accept an apportionment of 84,009.00 


for English Home Missions. 


3. We would call special attention to the window of now sub- 
scribing for the Home Missionary even though it may not be con- 
tinued for the entire year. If the new organization is to bring us 
a new era, that will only be as missionary intelligence puts energy 


into the Church. If, as we hope, the Home Missionary, Foreign Mis- 


sionary and the Mission Worker shall be consolidated into one, it 
will be of advantage for our congregations to be on the subscription 


list of the papers to be consolidated, in order that ts may secure 
the first numbers of the new periodical. . 


4. The doctrine of the universal priesthood of So over 
against a sacerdotalism which has no warrant in Scripture, needs 
strong emphasis in these days of our large and enlarging missionary 
operations and the scarcity of ordained men. We are convinced that 
many of our devoted laymen would heed an earnest call of the Church, 
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if such were given and the lines laid down along which their co-operu- 
tion would be welcomed and is desired. A few of our laymen have 
been useful in our vacant missions and we are convinced that many 
more could be secured if our Synods would instruct our Boards to 
utilize lay helpers wherever and whenever ordained men could not 
be secured. 

5. The Book on Home Missions which, at the unanimous solicita- 
tion of the two consecutive Conferences of the Home Mission Forces 
held in Buffalo in 1916 and 1917 and action of the General Board has 
been prepared by our General Superintendent, the Rev. J. C. Kunz- 
mann, D. D., and reviewed by the Editorial Committee, was committed 
to this committee for publication. The Board is convinced that in its 
five chapters: The Fundamental Principles of Home Missions; The 
Scope of Home Missions; Home Missions Fundamental to the Program 
of the Church; The Providential Opening of this Western Continent, 


and Importance of America to World Evangelization;—a long-felt — 


need has been adequately supplied and that the Church will have a 
book on Home Missions for study in our colleges and seminaries, in 
the homes of pastors and laymen and for mission classes in our con- 
gregations. It will be our effort to have the Home Mission authorities 
of the General Synod and United Synod South to unite with us in its 
publication and wide dissemination. 

Student Kipps, of the Senior class of the Chicago Seminary, has 
accepted the call to Advent mission, Cedarburg, Wis. The Rev. W. 
C. Stump has accepted the call as Field Missionary for the Fox River 
Valley and organized a mission at Clintonville and is also at work 


in Marienete. Field Missionary Ulrich has united the work at Kill- 


deer, N. D., and Student Webster H. Clement has accepted the call 
to this field. 

Rev. Luther B. Deck is working in the Alden-Walters parish. 
Preaching points have been established at Randolph and Long Lake. 
Rev. F. L. Schreckenberg has accepted the call and is laboring at 
Appleton, Wis. Field Missionary C. P. Weiskotten has organized 
Incarnation mission in Milwaukee and is seeking a permanent 8 
tor for the same.

To the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest: 


The officers of the Wisconsin Conference beg leave to submit the 
following report: 


This Conference has held one meeting since the presentation of 
the Fargo report. The 29th Convention was held Oct. 9, 10 and 11, 
1917, in the Church of the Ascension, Columbus, Wis. The Rev. H. 


A. Brandt, pastor loci, welcomed the 16 pastors and 8 lay delegates 


and offered them cordial hospitality. 
Quadri-centennial services were conducted on Tuesday 1 


with a liturgist and two speakers at Horicon, Marshall and Colum- 


bus. The formal opening took place Wednesday morning, preceded 


by the regular confessional and communion services conducted by 


the Conference officers. The President preached a timely and prac- 
tical sermon on “The Transformation of the Twentieth Century.” 
The program of papers and addresses was as follows: 
“The Quadri-centennial,” “The Relation of a Congregation to 
Conference, Synod and General Council,” “Conserving the Results of 


the Quadri-centennial,” “The Merger of the Three Synods,” “The 
Loyalty to the Lutheran Idea,” “Loyalty to the American Idea,” 


“Our Duty to the Boys of the nt and Navy,” “Our Synodical Out- 


look.” 


From the various committee reports we note that Conference 
busied itself in the discussion of such important matters as (a) The 
approval of the Sunday School Convention Constitution and the 
value of the Convention to the development of English Lutheran 
consciousness; (b) The proper celebration and conservation of the 
Quadri-centennial; (c) Co-operation with the Milwaukee brethren 
“to make the 1918 Synodical Convention notable for the outpouring 
of people and the wide extent of its direct influence;” (d) The ob- 
servance of Home Mission Week; (e) The 9th annual and first 
separate convention of the W. H. & F. M. A.; (f) The Ministers’ 
Pension Fund; (g) A Pre-Lenten Pastoral Retreat.

The Confession and Communion service 
was conducted by the Rev. C. J. Rockey, and the Rev. J. S. Albert 
preached the sermon, basing his remarks on II Tim. 4:1-2. 
| On Wednesday morning, Conference was formally opened by the 
secretary, the Rev. J. S. Albert, in the absence of the president. Dr. 
John Sander was elected chairman pro tem. Then followed roll call, 
reports of officers, committees and lay delegates. | 


Papers presented during the time of Conference were, “Six Year 


Mission Program,” by Rev. L. B. Deck; “Latin American Mission Op- 
portunities,” by Rev. C. C. Roth; “Christian Citizenship,” by Dr. John 
Sander; “Augsburg Confession, Art. 18,” by Rev. M. H. Wichman; 
“Discussion of S. S. Problems,” led by Rev. C. J. Rockey. 
I be president, Rev. W. C. Christy, was present Thursday morning 
and gave his report in which he called attention to the newly formed 
Western Conference, urged the importance of observing Home Mission 
Week, and briefly outlined the growth and . of the Central Con- 
ference.

REPORT OF THE CHICAGO LUTHERAN SEMINARY 


We gratefully recognize the signal blessing of the Lord on the 
work of the seminary during the past year. 
In view of the large number of young men who have been called 


to the colors of their country, it was anticipated that a very marked 


falling off in the attendance would occur. We are gratified to report 
an actual increase of two students in the Residence Department and 


of twenty-six in the Post-graduate Department. Three candidated . 


for graduation with the Degree of B. D., fourteen more graduates in 
the regular courses, and three for ordination, makes the number pre- 
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_ pared for the ministry total twenty. Three of our students have 


volunteered or have been drafted during the term, and more are to 
follow. 

The First Summer School was held during the month of August, 
and was voted to be so successful that the Board has decided to con- 
tinue this department, designating the week of July 22nd to 26th for 


1918. We hope that many will avail themselves of this opportunity 


to spend a profitable and enjoyable week amid Lutheran nn 
ings. 

In view of the Quadri-centennial offerings seid the Special War 
Work Funds which have held the right of way during this year, the 


: campaign for the Endowment of the Synodical Chairs has been re- 


tarded, but we nee to enter many fields as soon as conditions will 
permit. 
The finances of the seminary are assuming more sati sfactory pro- 
portions. We call special attention to only one item. In July, 1918, 


Mr. J. B. Franke, Fort Wayne, Indiana, presented the seminary with 


a substantial gift. as a beginning towards the establishment of “The 
Louise Bohn Franke Professorship of the English Bible,” as a me- 
morial to his mother. No better way could be suggested for per- 
petuating the memory of a godly mother than to provide for the 
training of a godly ministry. 

At the last meeting, the Board elected the Rev. William Eckert, 
the General Secretary, as Instructor in the above Chair. It is hoped 
to begin the Synthetic and Analytic Study Courses this year. 

We thank the congregations and pastors for their generous sup- 
port to the maintenance fund, a detailed report of which follows. 

Our GREAT NEED is a larger number of students. The work 
of the Camp-pastors, Chaplains, and Missionaries of the Home Field 
has made many vacancies. We recommend the observance of “Semi- 
nary Day,” requesting that special stress be laid on the “Call to the

THE REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


| The Executive Committee of Synod has held four meetings since 
the last annual convention in Fargo. Many topics of various im- 

portance were discussed and acted upon from time to time, as it 
seemed best to the Committee. The minutes of Secretary indicate 
the following items of interest and importance: 


1. Students’ Aid 


The matter of Students' Aid has been a topic of deer concern to 
the members of this Committee. During the last year, Synod sup- 
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ported nine men, four of whom were at Thiel College, two at the 


Chicago Seminary, one at Beloit College, one at Gustavus Adolphus © 


College and one at Minnesota College. The Committee is gratified 


that very favorable reports upon the work done have been received 
from each of these young men. The Committee paid to the young 
men a total sum of $1,030.00, being appropriated in various sums as 
the students. needed. 


The war has made serious inroads upon the ranks of our stud- 
. ents, four of the nine young men hope to take up work next year “| 


and have applied for aid. The four are as follows: 

P. F. Halbeck, J. Beason, who will go to Thiel next year; C. L. 
Naarup will enter the Seminary and W. J. Stromberg will re-enter 
G. A. C. provided he is not called into the National Army. With 
one exception the young men who do not return to school have been 
or expect to be called into the National Army in a very short time. 
Two of the young men who have asked for aid are subject to draft 
and may be called int the service before the end of the next school 
year. The Committee regrets very much the loss of these young 
men, as we are sure does the entire Synod. The Committee will en- 
deavor to keep in touch with the young men who enter the National 
Service in order that the ministry may be kept before them and that 
in case of their return, they may resume their studies. 


2. Missions 
A 8 of things of vital importance relative to the missions 
of Synod came before the Committee among which several instances 
arose which touched the relation of our mission activity with those 


of other Synods. These cases were handled as the Committee felt 


best and we believe to the ultimate satisfaction of all the parties 
concerned. Such action was taken in the regulation of the affairs of 
on missions in Synod as seemed most advantageous to the work. 


3. The Beloit Matter 2 
The situation of the Church of the Atonement, Beloit, has re- 


quired considerable time and thought on the part of the Committee. 


War conditions and thé state of affairs in Beloit were such as to make 


it exceedingly difficult to bring this matter to a final settlement. In 


order to consummate the desired settlement, the Executive Commit- 
tee appointed the Treasurer, Mr. Jensen, to act as a special committee 
and gave to him full power to act. Mr. Jensen, after going into the 
details with the pastor and Supt. Hogshead, submitted to the credi- 
tors a proposition for settlement. It has been necessary to modify 
this plan somewhat, but the most serious obstacles are now fully out 
of the way and it is hoped to have the mater closed as far as local 

conditions are concerned in a very short time. 8 


4. Miscellaneous Matter . 
The President was authorized to send a circular letter to pastors 


and congregations and call to their attention the necessity of in- 


creasing the salaries of pastors. A number of replies were received 
which indicate that most of the congregations of the Synod were 
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"doing all within their power in these strenuous times to care for the 


shepherds of the flocks. 


of the Loyalty Resolution was ordered, but when the expense was 


finally ascertained, members of the Committee conferring by wire 


decided upon 15,000 and distributed them pro rata. Inasmuch as 
there were no calls for additional copies, we feel that we were justi- 
fied in departing from the instructions of Synod.
